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Aiding  Students  is 
Guidence  Objective 

Guidance  services  offered  at  SCI  are  intended  to  help  the  student 
understand  and  develop  his  potentialities.  Guidance  is  not  a  subject.  At 
any  time,  a  student  is  able  to  discuss  with  his  counsellor  his  grades  and 
subjects,  and  any  future  opportunities  open  to  him.  Parents  may  also 
visit  with  their  child's  counsellor  at  any  opportune  time.  This  is  a  great 
benefit  for  any  parent  who  is  not  sure  of  what  could  await  their  child 
in  future  years. 

There  are  two  main  areas  covered  in  our  school's  guidance 
services.  Counselling  gives  special  reference  to  Educational  and  Voca- 
tional planning.  In  Group  Discussion  classes,  there  is  particular  refer- 
ence made  to  various  facts  required  for  Educational  and  Vocational 
planning.  Students  give  their  study  and  review  procedures  and  discuss 
ways  to  efficient  learning  methods. 

Students  are  given  more  and  more  freedom  in  their  choice  of 
subjects.  Choices  must  be  made  wisely,  but  usually  if  a  student  chooses 
a  course  that  appeals  to  him,  he  will  do  a  much  better  job  than  having  a 
subject  forced  upon  him.

Our  English  department  establishes  it's  objective 
as  one  of  communication--' 'teaching  people  to  com- 
municate and  not  to  remain  little  solitary  islands  of 
despair."  (direct  quote  from  Mr.  Milner.) 

The  term  communication  has  been  expanded  to 
include  Theatre  Arts,  Creative  Writing,  and  World 
Literature.  Acting  techniques,  make-up  and  stage- 
craft are  included  in  the  T.A.  course,  which  is  de- 
signed for  all  students  with  a  flair  for  acting  or  work- 
ing on  stage,  or  want  to  learn  about  stage,  make-up 
and  lighting.  Many  productions  of  plays  have  been 
presented  with  great  success.  Creative  Writing  is  a 
training  in  communication  in  all  literary  forms,  and 
World  Literature  is  an  indepth  study  of  literature  to 
1920. 

A  closer  relationship  between  English  studies 
and  modern  life  was  hoped  to  have  been  achieved  by 
the  updating  of  many  texts,  especially  poetry,  to  a 
more  contemporary  level. 

Several  visits  by  different  grades  to  plays  such 
as  'Macbeth'  and  'Cyrano  de  Bergerac'  in  Detroit, 
'School  for  Scandal'  in  Stratford,  and  'They  call  me 
Mr.  Tibbs',  a  local  movie,  were  made  during  the  past 
year. 

The  study  of  literature,  enables  the  student  to 
perceive  how  others  have  communicated  their  ex- 
periences or  discoveries  about  man  and  his  world 
through  the  different  literary  techniques.  From  his 
reading,  a  student's  own  imagination  will  become 
stimulated.

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Shops  geared  to 
developing  skill 


Our  Trades  and  Technology  course  is  designed 
for  students  who  are  mechanically  inclined  and  may 
wish  to  enter  in  a  blue-collar  job  after  Grade  12.  How- 
ever, it  is  possible  for  a  student  to  enter  a  college  of 
applied  arts  and  technology,  or  take  further  courses 
here  to  gain  qualifications  for  university  entrance. 

For  Grades  9  and  10,  boys  are  introduced  to 
basic  skills  in  seven  fields  of  industry:  Electricity, 
Metal  Trades,  Woodwork,  Welding,  Auto  Mechanics, 
Machine  Shop,  and  Drafting.  Toward  the  end  of 
year  two,  the  student  chooses  his  major  from  any  of 
the  courses  offered  at  SCI:  Electrical  Tech.,  Metal 
Trades,  Woodwork,  Welding,  Auto  Mechanics,  Mech- 
anical Tech.  and  Industrial  Chemistry.  A  student 
should  have  at  least  a  B  average  in  the  major  he 
chooses,  and  a  good  standing  in  mathematics  and 
science  for  many  of  the  courses. 

There  is  also  an  Optional  Technology  Course, 
0  level,  offered  to  students  who  are  interested  in 
shops,  but  do  not  wish  to  specialize  in  this  area.  In 
each  of  his  four  years,  the  student  will  receive 
instructions  in  three  different  shops.  A  small  list  of 
the  courses  offered  is:  Drafting,  Small  Appliance 
Repairs,  Upholstering,  Basic  Welding  and  Electronics, 
Blue  Print  Reading,  Sheet  Metal  Principles,  Basic 
Acetylene,  Furniture  Finishing,  Domestic  Wiring,  and 
many  others.  If  the  need  arises,  other  courses  may  be 
offered.  These  courses  may  be  taken  at  any  level  and 
no  previous  experience  is  necessary. 


Science  to  have  new  course 


An  exploration  in  an  experimental  approach 
through  the  various  fields  of  science,  to  conclude 
some  answers  into  the  complexity  of  the  forces 
that  govern  our  environment,  is  the  Science 
department's  main  objective. 

Throughout  his  high  school  life  a  student  has 
a  choice  of  four  different  scientific  courses.  These 
are  Science,  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Biology.  The 
latter  course  is  to  be  offered  to  Grade  11  students, 
for  the  first  time  in  1971. 

An  interesting  addition  to  SCI's  Science 
department  is  that  of  a  Mass  Spectrometer.  It  is 
the  first  one  in  Lambton  County  and  has  the 
unique  quality  of  being  hand-made  at  this  school. 
To  be  bought  ready-made  it  would  cost  approxi- 
mately $1,500,  but  with  this  school's  ingenuity, 
was  built  with  the  meagre  expense  of  $400.  This 
device  measures  atomic  mass  and  is  used  in  Grades 
12  and  13  Chemistry  and  Physics  classes.  A 
science  trip  to  the  Toronto  Science  Centre  was 
made  in  Dec.  '70  by  our  Grade  12  students.

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History  studies 
past  and  present 

Having  students  familiarize  themselves  with  the 
basic  problems  of  life  through  relationship  of  the  past 
to  the  present,  is  just  one  of  the  objectives  of  our 
History  department.  Emphasis  is  strongly  placed  upon 
the  parliamentary  process  as  a  solver  of  problems 
faced  by  nations  and  the  world. 

History  is  offered  in  Grades  9  through  13.  The 
course  attempts  to  show  how  man's  actions  depend 
upon  the  past,  and  the  relevance  of  parliament  as 
leading  us  to  the  present  state  of  society.  The  Social 
Science  courses,  however,  presented  to  Grades  11  to 
13,  deal  more  with  study  of  man's  behaviour,  in  a 
broad  scope,  in  the  present.  World  Politics,  Oil, 
examines  the  major  20th  century  political  systems  of 
democracy,  communism  and  fascism,  and  examines  the 
problems  of  co-existence  in  the  modern  world. 

"Man  in  Society"  offered  in  Grade  12  tries  to 
help  the  student  understand  the  important  social 
problems  in  contemporary  society.  "Economics" 
offered  to  Grade  13  students,  is  mainly  a  preparation 
for  University. 

One  of  the  new  aids  used  in  teaching  is  a 
television  camera.  This  new  equipment  is  presently 
used  only  in  "Man  in  Society"  classes.  Students  pre- 
pare commercials  and  tape  them  on  the  camera.

Music  creates 
its  performers 


Sarnia  Collegiate  Institute  has  the 
privilege  of  being  able  to  enjoy  the  musical 
talent  of  two  fine  bands.  The  90-member 
senior  band  rehearses  every  Tuesday,  Wed- 
nesday, and  Friday  mornings  from  7:15  to 
8:35  a.m.  The  stage  band's  17  members 
rehearse  every  Wednesday  night  from  7:30 
to  9:30  p.m.  This  should  somehow  prove 
that  practice  makes  perfect. 

The  installation  of  a  professional  qual- 
ity stereo  with  A.M.  and  F.M.  tuner  is  en- 
abling all  music  classes  to  use  it.  The  students 
are  now  able  to  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  true  sound  of  a  musical  instrument  and 
the  voice,  as  well  as  the  structure  of  a 
musical  note. 

In  the  four-year  course  (0  level)  per- 
formance on  a  wind  or  percussion  instru- 
ment is  studied.  The  five-year  stream  (1 
level)  studies  the  same  instrument  with  the 
hopes  of  performing  in  any  of  our  school 
bands.  Performers  of  the  past  and  present 
are  studied  in  both  courses.  High  school 
music  often  helps  a  student  discover  inner 
talent. 


Geography 
employs 


Geography  is  taught  to  give  students 
an  understanding  of  the  world  and  its 
peoples.  A  new  course  being  offered  is  that 
of  "Urban  Geography".  This  course  provides 
students  with  deeper  insight  into  the  causes 
and  effects  of  the  urbanization  of  the  world 
as  it  is  occurring  in  the  20th  century.  Field 
trips  to  obtain  data  and  observe  first  hand 
urban   activities  are   part  of  the  course. 

Geology  is  a  course  offered  after,  or  in 
the  same  year  as  Oil  or  111.  Students  obtain 
knowledge  of  the  earth  and  its  past,  are 
shown  how  this  information  is  obtained  and 
focus  attention  on  unsolved  problems  still 
facing  earth  scientists.  Considerable  lab  work 
is  involved  and  at  least  one  major  research 
topic. 

With  the  abolition  of  formal  exams, 
geography  students  are  now  given  credit  for 
the  work  they  do  throughout  the  year 
rather  than  depending  on  a  few  days  of 
concentrated  study  prior  to  exams.  This 
system  enables  teachers  to  adjust  the  course, 
within  guidelines,  to  the  needs  and  desire  of 
his  own  classes  without  having  to  conform 
to  a  set  of  external  exams. 
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Moderns  Dept. 
to  teach  oral  skill 

This  being  the  atomic  age,  with  booming  jets  and 
rapid-fire  communications,  it  is  almost  necessary  for  tms 
generation  to  converse  in  two  or  more  languages  At 
SCITS,  students  are  able  to  study  French,  German,  or 
Latin. 

The  key  word  for  mastery  in  any  language  is  "°ra1"- 
Beginning  German  is  offered  in  Grade  10  to  extend  the 
German  course  to  four  years  to  provide  time  for  more  oral 
work.  Also  language  lab  tapes  have  been  installed  for  use 
in  German  10  and  11  to  improve  oral  facilities. 

Classical  Civilization  is  being  taught  in  Grade  11 
Latin  classes  to  give  the  students  an  appreciation  of  the 
daily  life  of  the  Romans  and  Greeks.  Entering  Grade  13 
French,  a  student  is  expected  to  be  able  to  discuss,  present 
and  write  on  any  topic  of  general  interest. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  student  will  be  trained  to  master 
the  basic  sounds  of  a  target  language  and  to  acquire 
idioms  and  speech  patterns  dealing  with  everyday  situa- 
tions. 

During  a  language  class,  a  foreign  atmosphere  is 
created  so  that  the  pupil  will  become  aware  that  only  the 
target-language  is  the  acceptable  medium  of  communica- 
tion. The  student  has  the  opportunity  of  gratifying  his 
desire  to  speak  and  understand  the  foreign  idiom  with  a 
degree  of  naturalness,  and  to  read  and  write  it  without 
undue  strain.

Math  Department  oilers  Computer  Course 


Mathematics  is  being  taught  to  present  a  useful 
and  meaningful  programme  for  all  students  with 
mathematical  interests;  and  to  complement  the  stu- 
dents' programme  to  make  it  as  well-rounded  as 
possible. 

Under  the  hand  of  Mr.  W.  Scott,  2  new  courses 
were  added  to  the  curriculum:  General  Math,  for 
Grades  11  &  12,  a  course  provided  for  students  who 
do  not  wish  to  study  math  at  an  advanced  level;  and  a 
special  Science,  Trade,  and  Technology  course  that 
provides  a  prerequisite  for  Grade  13  or  Lambton 
College.  General  Mathematics  is  taught  by  Mrs.  Avery 
and  the  S.  T.  T.  course  by  Mr.  Wells. 

Grade  13  students  have  the  benefit  of  being  able 
to  take  two  different  courses  in  mathematics.  Anal- 
ysis, Mathematics  A,  is  a  general  math  course.  It  in- 
cludes the  topics  of  calculus,  trigonometry,  conies 
and  transformations.  For  students  with  an  abundance 
of  mathematical  interest,  there  is  also  an  Algebra, 
Mathematics  B,  course.  To  master  this  course,  the 
student  must  have  a  high  level  of  mathematical 
maturity.  The  content  is  of  a  more  general  nature. 
Topics  include  mathematical  induction,  probability, 
complex  numbers,  and  matrices.  Grade  11  and  12 
students  are  able  to  take  a  Computer  Science  course 
which  provides  them  with  an  introduction  to  modern 
digital  computers  and  their  application  in  the  solution 
of  problems  in  science  and  industry.  In  this  course, 
students  are  encouraged  to  use  the  computer  as  an  aid 
in  working  on  problems  or  projects  encountered  in 
other  courses.

Home  Ec.  directs 
study  to  Family 


The  Home  Economics  department  provides  both 
males  and  females  with  a  course  in  Family  Living,  that  in- 
cludes Foods  and  Nutrition,  Textiles,  Interior  Decoration, 
Management  and  other  facets  of  family  life.  Home  Econ- 
omics Grade  13,  "The  Canadian  Family  in  Perspective"  is 
being  offered  for  the  second  year  now,  showing  a  marked 
increase  in  enrollment  This  course  deals  in  such  areas  as 
socialization,  economics,  cultural  values,  family  structure, 
comparisons  with  other  families  in  the  world  and  various 
independent  studies  of  topics  related  to  the  family. 

In  Home  Economics,  009  the  year  is  divided  into 
two  terms.  Basic  food  preparation  and  management  are 
studied  the  first  term.  To  say  it  is  a  privilege  to  eat  during 
these  classes  may  be  an  over-exaggerated  expression,  be- 
cause the  food  is  to  be  prepared  by  the  students.  Ever  had 
ketchup  instead  of  tomato  sauce  on  pizza?  The  second 
term  includes  clothing  construction,  wardrobe  planning 
and  a  study  of  fibres. 

This  type  of  semester  is  also  carried  out  in  010,  and 
not  until  Oil  does  the  family  environment  in  society 
appear.  Along  with  this  course,  there  is  advanced  tech- 
niques in  cooking  and  sewing.  Home  Economics  in  012 
concerns  all  subjects  of  food,  including  credit  and  nutri- 
tion. 


B&C  Department 
has  "Work  Week" 


The  Business  and  Commerce  Department  offers 
secretarial  courses  with  both  a  vocational  and  personal 
skill  emphasis.  For  students  who  wish  to  seek  employ- 
ment in  the  business  field  upon  completing  high 
school,  there  is  specialization  available  in  4  areas: 
Secretarial  Science,  Marketing,  Data  Processing,  and 
Clerical  Practice.  For  students  who  do  not  wish  to  be 
a  stenographer  it  is  wiser  to  take  Data  Processing  or 
Clerical  Practice. 

Typewriting  is  offered  in  Grades  9  and  10.  This 
course  is  just  the  basic  techniques  and  is  considered 
as  an  option  in  an  academic  program.  The  course  is 
primarily  for  personal  use  and  of  a  non-vocational 
nature.  In  Grades  11  and  12,  typing  becomes  more 
involved  and  is  known  as  "Office  Practice",  where 
just  that  is  studied;  putting  typing  to  use  in  office 
work  such  as  filing  and  banking. 

Each  spring,  Grade  12  Commercial  students 
participate  in  what  is  known  as  a  "Work  Week". 
Various  firms  and  offices  throughout  this  area  allow  a 
student  to  work  a  regular  week  and  obtain  valuable 
working  experience.  Many  students  are  later  asked  to 
return  to  work  here.

Creative  and  mental  development  finds  its  source  of 
opening  in  our  school's  Art  department.  This  year,  more  than 
ever,  there  was  a  greater  emphasis  on  individual  expression. 

New  materials  are  frequently  introduced  and  used  in  the 
classes.  Some  examples  are  new  power  tools,  silk  screens  and 
batik.  A  variable  speed  throwing  wheel  is  now  employed  by 
grades  10  to  13. 

Art  111  and  112  is  a  course  of  Advanced  Art,  which 
requires  a  prerequisite  of  two  years  previous  art  training.  This 
course  allows  a  student  to  choose  either  two-dimensional  or 
three-dimensional  areas  of  art  and  to  concentrate  on  the 
development  of  individual  interests.  In  Art  Oil,  there  is  an 
introduction  to  Art  History  and  it  is  in  this  year  that  students 
work  on  independent  studies  as  well  as  group  learning. 

To  this  date  there  have  been  no  Leonardo  da  Vinci's 
unveiled  at  SCI,  but  by  the  results  of  many  local  art  talent 
competitions  our  time  will  come.
